By theſe Letrers, and other Things, the Mother found the Daughter had Changed 
her Religion as well as Manners ; Yee did nor think fic ropubliſh the Matrer,bur Im- 
parted 1t £9 {ome particular Frieads,and fent her out of Town ; Nor did ſhe ar firſt ac- 
quaint her Husband with it, who was then in L::0a ; only fent tim General Com- 
plaints of his Tohg Abtence, whereby his Family ſuffered, and delired his fpeedy coming 
down. Whereupon he ſent down his Son. who foon diſcovercd his Siſter's Change, 
and Imparted.1t to the Father : He forn after coming Gown hiuntclf,tound It tO (VUC, 
and his Damgheer fall of Fquivocarions, and Lying Storics, and «vin denying that 
which {omed to be the molt apparent Truth, as'to the Circumſtances of her Ct:ange, 
the Mukodot her Scdudtion, and the Perfons who Seduccd her, affirming, rhar 
ſh was a very goud Protcitant, and gave out that there was nothing in it, but hcr 
Moths Uniindnels, who never Loved her from a Child, and Fondnels to her 
Brothur, witch brought that Scandal and Reproach upon her of her being a Papilt, 
oh purple ro deprive her of her Farher's Farour; and ſhe was ready to give him 
all rhe Satbiation he ftould defire of her Sincerity in the Proteftine Religion, 

Fo mike this better b lieved, ſhe came conſtantly ro Church, ro Praycrs, and ihe 
Sacrament ; and upon her Examination by the DoCtor of the Pariſh, and other 
Prowftant Divines, they thought her Stedfait therein. She framed her Story fo well, 
bing Seconded by the Popith Gang, who ſeemed to difown her, that ir b:came a 
{:ct}-tion upon her Parents for their Jealouſte, and fuppoſed Severity rowards their 
Dughter, 18 Charging her detigncdly with what they knew to be falſe : The DuRtor 
kimiclt often fayivg to the Papiſts, and others, that he believed her as good a Pro- 
tellant as himfelt : Sv foon had ſhe learnt the Art of Popiſh Dithmulation. #ur ſhe 
would never contels how ſhe came by the Popiſh Books, only ſaying, that fome 
of them ſhe found in Lum Caſtle ; and the Servants being of her varty, owned 
ſome of the Books ro be theirs, which the Daughter prerern.ded ſhe had only a 
Curiofity to Read, that the might be able ro maintain an Argument, and to Ridicule 
the Papitts. | 
The Father being afflicted ar this great Misfortune in his Family, and full of 
Fears and Jealoufics, in November 1698. brought his Family to Londen, to get the 
Ailtaince of able Divincs ; and particularly had her under the Care of the Reve- 
rend can of Hind/rr, who Examined her {cveral times, and bclicved her ro be a 
500d Proteſtant ; Yer her Father would not be farished unlets ſhe would Conſent ro 
Abjure the Popith Religion before a Judge, or tome Magiſtrate, according to a Form

Houſe, who was afterwards diſcovered to be a great Jacobite, often declaring that 
ſhe would never go to Church till King es returned ; And notwithitanding all 
ihe Care and CircumſpeRtion uſcd by the Parenrs, they, or fume of their Fricnds, 
_ as "tis ſuppolcd, furnithing her with Money, and other Allitances, the faid Nirs. Relf 
Conveyed her thotough a private Yard out of her Fathers Lodgings, at four of the 
Clock in the morning, on Monday the 13th of March. and carried her down to her 

own Houle in Surrey.

Her Parents, immediately after her Deſerting them, pur it in Print, with offers. 


of a Reward to thoſe who would diſcover her, and bring her back ro them ; de- 
claring alſo they would receive her kindly. After this they were in ſearch and” 
purſuir of her all manner of ways, both in London and the Country, and way- 
laying the Stage-Coaches, and watching the Roads and Sea-Ports all this while, nor. 
in the leaſt miſtruſting Mrs. Re{fe, who had left the Lodging fome days before up- 
on pretence of going into the Country, but had only removed her Lodging for thar 
time, as appeared afterwards to avoid-Suſpicion. And the Parents afterwards ha- 
ving received an Information that Re/fe and his Wife were met not far from their 
own kiouſe on foot, with the Gentlewoman deſcribed in Prinr, the fame day ſhe 


went away ; they immediately ſent down thither, and by the .\ſhitance of aNeigh- | 


bouring Juſtice of the Peace of that County, who granted a Warrant, Re/fe's Houfe 


was ſearched ; bur the Daughter could not be diſcovercd, being hid in a fecret 


Cloſer, as hath been ſince Confelled. | 

All means hitherto proving inctfc&ual for diſcovery of their Daughter, the Pa-. 
rerits Inquiring out Mrs. Relfe's new Lodgings in London, (th: cominy often ro 
Town) at the firſt opportunity they could ger, took up Mrs. Relfe by a Warrant 
from Juſtice Marſhal ; who upon her Examination Swore that ſhe knew nothing of 
their Daughter, nor had ſeen her in ſeveral days before the went away. Burt ſhe 


owned that ſhe believed her to be a Papiſt, and that ſhe had defired her aſſiſtance to _ 
Convey her away from her Parents, that ſhe might have the free Exerciſe of -her 


Religion, which ſhe the ſaid Relfe had refuſed ro do, and knew not where their 
Daughter was, though at the ſame time the had the poor deluded Creature in her 
own Houſe. Bur nothing being made out againſt her, ſhe was diſcharged for 
that rime. | | | 


Mrs, Relfe and the Daughter, ſome time after, thinking the Storm was over, and 


all things quier, came to London, where ſhe was placed in a private Lodging : Bur 
her Parents never reſting, upon the loſs ot their Child, tried all manner of Ways 
to recover her ; and ar length by the Aſſiſtance of fome of the Popiſh Party, had 
again an Information of her, and underſtood that ſhe had frequent Recourſe tc the 
Lord of Montgomery's, the Lord Stafford's, and other Popiſh Families, and never 
ſtaid long in a place, bur had changed. her Habit to prevent a Diſcovery : And 


that a Colle&tion was made for Cloaths, and other Neceſlaries, to carry her away 


beyond Sea to a Nunnery. Whereupon her Parents applied themſelves to feveral 
Popiſh Pricſls, and ſome of the moſt noted Papiſts abour Town, giving Graruities: 
and promiſing gfcatcr Rewards, and ſometimes threatening them what ſhould be: 


done if their Daughter were not returned back. By this means the Parents came. 


ro be informed, that ſhe was well, and in good and ſafe hands in a_ Proteſtant 
Family, as they pretended ; but no further Inquiry was to be made, nor Que- 
ſtions asked then what they were willing to diſcover, nor the Name of *the Per- 
ſon who made this Diſcovery ; who often came to the Parents Lodgings abour 


Eleven of the Clock at Night, and ſtayed about half an hour, where hc was re- ' 


ceived kindly, and with promiſe not to Trapan him, being as he confeſſed, 
under ſome dangerous Circumſtance himſelf ; for he faid he was a Jacobite Pro- 
tcſtanr, and Converſing often with Prieſts, and the Popiſh Party, had heard them 
Diſcourſe of ſuch a Convert, and faid he would do all the Service poſlibly he 
could by Conveying of Letters to her, though he had never ſeen her nor knew 
where ſhe was. : | I | 

Frequent Letters were by this way Conveyed from the Parents to the Daughter, 
and Anſwers returned, for a Month together, and Terms propofed for her re-. 
turn to her Parents, on Condition they were Signed and Agreed to by the Fa- 
ther, Mother and Brother, which Terms being not Confſented ro by the Father, 


he made his Propoſal in the words following : That if his Daughter would come + 


home, ſhe ſhould be Received and Treated by her Parents with as much Kindneſs 
as if the had all along continued a pants 3 Thatſhe ſhould have no Reſtraint, Vio= 
lence or Paſſion uſed roward her upon the account of her Religion, but have the 


free Exerciſe of it ;, only with this Limitation, that ſhe ſhould admir ar any time _ 
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any of our Proteſtant Divines to Diſcourſe with her of Matters of Religion ; and 
ihe ſhould hearken to the Admonitions and Inſtructions of thoſe who ſhould endea- 
vour calmly and mildly to per{wade her to return to the Proteſtant Church : Thar 
ſhe ſhould not Tampger with, nor Endeavour to Seduce any Servant of theirs to the 
Popiſh Religion ; That ſhe ſhoald nor have any Popith Pricſt come to her in her 
Father's Houſe, nor into any place thereunto belonging, but in caſe of Sickaeſs, 
and that with her Parents 3 ; That her Father would not be obliged with Men 
and Horſes to carry her ro Maſs ; bur that ſhe ſhould give an account to her Parents 
when and where ſhe went, and continue in the Duritul Subj-ftion and Obcdicnce 
ofa Child, and that her Parents would nor proſecute any Roman Catholick for whar 
had already paſſed. 

Theſe Terms being rejeRed by the Pricſts, the Treaty droprt, or at leaſt was art a 
ſtand, and the private Meſſenger no more appcaring, the Parents fearing their 
Child would be ſent beyond Sea, if not ſpeedily prevented, made their Apptica- 
tion to the Popiſh Biſhops, 'and attended: Biſhop Leybor» and Biſhop Gifferd at their 
Lodgings in Qzeen{t reer, in the month of Jie, and produced the Abjuration, and 
acquainted them with the whole matter. They denied thatth:y knew any thing of 
her, farther then that they had heard of ſuch a Convert. They ſaid that ſhe could 
not go to 2 Nunnery before they had Confirmed her, which was not then done, 
neither would they do it without her Parents Conſent ; and promiſed to Summon 
their Clergy together, and when they knew ia whoſe Hands ſhe) was, her Pa- 
rents ſhould have Notice : But afterwards they returned an Anſwer, That no ſuch 
Perſon was amongſt any of them : Bur they faid they had nothing to do with 
the Regulars, who were Governed by their own Provincials. And they added, 
Thar if the was Reconciled co their Church, they believed ir was done by fome Fo- 
reign Prieſt, for that no Engliſh Priclt durſt do fuch a thing: Yer notwithſtanding 
all theſe Profellions, they Lycd unto them ; tor the Daughter was Confirmed by 
them, both the Biſhops being preſent, as the hath ſince Contefſed. = 

The Parents willing to leave no Stone unturned for the Recovery of their Daugh- 
ter, mad- an Intereſt ro the Portugal Envoy, who not only Examined his own Ser- 
vants and Domeſticks, Whether any ſuch Perfon had fallen into their Hands, bn 
prevailed for the fam? favour from the other Forcign Miniſters; ard ſent for the ſe- 
vcral Provircials before him, who fentto the Prieits of their feveral Orders, but could 
get n9 Intelligerce of her ; {o rhat the laſt and only proper means, and moſt effeftual 
as it proved in this Caſe, was to apply themſelves to the Government. The Partia- 
mert was fitring all this time, which made the Aftion appear the more Bold and Da- 
ring ; and the Father drawing up a State of his Cafe in Writing, communicated the 


ſam- to His Grace the Lord Archbiſhop of Canterbury, the Lord Chancellor, the 


Speaker of the Honourable Houſe of Commons, rhe <: cretaries of Srate, to ſome of 
the Judges, and to feveral of the Members of the Houle of Commons ; whereupon 
a Warrant was Granted by Mr. Sccretary Vernon, to take up feveral Perſons, particu- 
larly the faid Mrs. Re/fe; and by rhreathing to proſecute her for High-Treaſon, for 
carrying away and S2ducing their Daughter to the Popiſh Religion, and Chzrging it 
home upon her, ſh< after many Doubles and Shifts, not knowing buc the Daughter 
was come in, and had charged her with this, at length confeſlcd the Matters of FaR, 
which before ſhe had denied upon Oath ; namely, How ſhe her ſelf, and her Hus- 
band had carried the Daughter down to their Rouſe in Swrry, and had Concealed 
her upon the Search : Nay, ſhe confeſſed, That the Daughter was in her Houſe ar 
the ſame time when ſhe Swore before Juſtice Marſbe!l, Thar ſhe knew nothing of her. 
After this Confellion, ſhe fell upon her Knees to ask Pardon, and to beg the Injured 
Parents to Inzercede for her, promiſing their Daughter ſhould be rerurned ro them, 
. * If poſſibly ſhe could procure her, being then our of her Power ; and, as ſhe feared, 
gone beyond Sea. Bur ſhe defired leave with the Meſſenger to go to the Lord 3fonr- 
' gomer)'s, the Lord Stafford's, and ſome other Popiſh Houſes, where ſhe knew rhe 
Daughter uſed, which were ſearched accordingly, and ſome Perſons taken up, who 
were Examined in the Secretary's Office ; but the Daughter was not found afl this 


crime. 


Some 
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Some of the Politick Papi/s finding the Government engaged in the Buſineſs, and 
Inceaſcd againt their Proceedings, did think it now the beſt way for themfelves, and 
the ſafeſt way to get their Friends diſcharged out of Cuſtody, and to allay the Storm 
which they ſaw coming upon them, to dcliver up the Child to her Parents, who had 
made a conſiderable Intercſt, and a fair progreſs in order to a {:vcre Proſecution a - 
gainſt the whole Party. Therefore the Popiſh Biſhops and Prieſts,nor daring to appear 
rhemſclvesin the matter, gave Notice tothe Portug:t Envy of the Perſons Name, a: 
whoſe Houle ſhe was, and that ſhe ſhould be delivered up to her Parents fuch a Day, 
if he wouid Interpoſe,and make Terms for her and them : And thr y inlifted upon the 
Terms following, (viz.) That ſhe ſhould have thefree Exercile of her Religion, and 
Papiſts to com: to her ; and that ſhe ſhould not be -perplext with Proz-jtant Divine:

Terms her Father utterly rejected. 

However ſome time after the Portugal Envoy giving Notice to the Parents, Thar 
he had Intelligenc: of their Daughter, they waited upon him at a Portugal Mer- 
cham's Houſe by Appointment; where ater ſome time the Daughter was brought t© 
her Parents, and received by them with Joy from the Hands of ſome Priefts who 
brought her thithcr, and with Thanks to the Envoy tor his Afiftance therein ; who 
at the ſame time waved the Propoſals formerly made, and only intifted, Thar 'f- 
ſhould have the free Exerciſe of her Religion, and that all Perions then in Cuſtody 
upon the Daughters Account, ſhould be Diſcharged, and no further Proſecution 2- 
gainſt the Papiſts at Ludiow. | | | 

Since her coming Home, ſhe hath confeſſed, That the Cloaths wer: made for her 
and another Young Woman, to be ſent beyond Sza to a Nunnery ; and thar after 
they had cricd the Cloaths her Companion was fent away, but ſhe was ſtayed, to be 
dcl:ered up 2s a Peace-Offcring againſt her will, for f-ac of a Proſecution. She 
owned hat fic was put for ſome time into the Nunnery at Hammer/mith, to try how 
the liked ſuch a Liſe ; and that they had ſhewed her all the Popiſh Places about the 
Town. When ſhe came Home, ſhe was well furniſhed with Pep;ſb Books, bur theſe 
her Parents rook from her when ſhe came to Ludlow ; and have tince permitzed no 
one to Come near her but Preteſfants. But ſhe continues Obftinare, refaling ro hear- 
ken to a Proteſtant Divine, tho' many Ingenious Men have been often with her, in{i- 
ſting upon the Intallibilicy of che Popiſh Church, and that there is no Salvatioa in any 
other «. She refuſeth alſo to read any Proteſtant Book but the Bible ; and is fo lit: 


fond of rhar, that ſhe ſays, if the Prieſts had enjoyned her the contrary; ſhe would. 


never have looked into the Bible, bur that they have nor yet forbidden her thar. 

Since the Daughters coming Home, ſhe hach made feveral Attempts to get away 
again; and by opening a Lock with another Key, did once get away in a Servant's 
Habit of the Family, but could not get off ; and now fhe is {uffered to go no further 
than her Mother goes with her. Bur ſhe continues very Stubborn and Unduriful, de- 
claring, That ſhe had rather ſweep Kennels for her Livelihood,than Live as fac doth 
among(t Proteſtants ; and hath wrote ſeveral Complaining Lerters to her Friends in 
Lindon, as ſhe calls the Papiſts, of her Father's CorreCtion, burning her Books, and 9- 
ther cruel and ſevere uſage ; and ſeveral Meſſages and Threats have been ſent to her 
Father upon that Occaſion, which Complaints are all falſe, ſhe being under no re- 
ſtraint at all from her Father further then what is herein before mentioned ; and thar is 
onlyin order tothe Confinement trom Papiſts, which he reſolves to continue till he 
hath tried the utmoſt with her ; defiring the Prayers of all good Prote/ants, Thar God 
will be pleatcd co touch her Hearr, and to Enlighten her Underſtanding, that ſhe may 
ſee the Snare wherein ſhe is taken, and the Miſchiefs both of Body and Soul, which 
muſt Inevitably fall upon her, it ſhe continues in this deluded Condition. 
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
